He was probably never a popu-

In 
that period he had a round dazen 
separate offices and most of these 
he held almost continuously for 
nearly half a century. 

At 28, he already had become a 
man of mark in Plymouth. That 
must have been a momentous vear. 
for the young storekeeper. At town 
meeting in March ne was elected 
constable and tax collector. On 
the Fourth of July a son was born, 
in a room behind the store, his on- 
Iv gon, destined to become Presi- 
dent of the United States. In the 
fall, Plymouth elected him to the 
Vermont Legislature. 

Not a year went by in the next 
40 that did not find John Coolidge 
elected or re-elected to one, two 
or some years four or five town 
offices. 

When he was 32 he was mile 
Superintendent of Schools. At the 
same time he was town agent, an 
office akin to Town Counsel. He 
wads still the legislation from Ply- 
mouth, the tax collector, constable 
and postmaster.

Opinion of Toensfeldt Changed. 
The other charges—inefficiency 
and neglect of duty—are bound up 
with the question of efficiency of 
Toensfeldt, Wall's subordinate, 
whom Wall upheld in controversies 
with George Heath, finally dis- 
charging Heath as superintendent 
of electrical construction. 

On the question of Toensfeldt’s 
efficiency, Mayor Miller’s opinion 
underwent a change during the 
trial. He came to have a favor- 
able opinion of Toensfeldt, but he 
also retained his former. opinion 
that Heath was a capable man, 
and that Wall had not treated 
Heath fairly, or been correct in his 
judgment of Heath, whom, accord- 
ing to City Counselor Muench, he 
termed ‘‘no-account.”

RUGGED AS VERMONT HIILS 


His Life of Service in Village Won Him Lead- 
ership and 127 Times He Was 
Elected to Office.

PLYMOUTH. Vt.. March 19.— 
Col. Coolidge was a man of his un- 
changing hills. About lesser men 
than he have sprung up legends. 

His position in the simple village 
for years was that of a business 
man in a farming community. As 
storekeeper, postmaster, insurance 
agent, bank officer, town agent, 
justice of the peace and tax col- 
lector, he was keeper of the fiscal 
secrets of the town 

He was a man se affairs, to be 
consulted on the troubles of his 
neighbors, about their borrowings 
and failures to repay, the value of 
their holdings, the state of their 
crops, the capacity of their land 
to stand a mortgage. He stood be- 
tween the plain people of the hills 
of Plymouth and the complicated 
affairs of the world of trade and 
politics. He had, from his less 
sophisticated neighbors, that half- 
awed respect that those who are 
slow at figures so commonly pay 
to the more nimble-minded. 

To this extent he was a sort of 
village squire. But also he had 
kept the general store, and its hot 
stove was to his trast year his fa- 
vorite haunt. 

A Substantial Citizen. 


He was probably never a popu- 
lar man. But he was recognized as 
a substantial citizen, whose shrewd- 
ness in his own affarrs recommen4- 
ed him to handle the affairs of che 
town. The town records show that 
his neighborg votéd him into office 
127 times from 1872 tO 1926. In 
that period he had a round dazen 
separate offices and most of these 
he held almost continuously for 
nearly half a century. 

At 28, he already had become a 
man of mark in Plymouth. That 
‘must have been a momentous year 
for the young storekeeper. At town 
meeting in March ne was elected 
constable and tax collector. On 
the Fourth of July a son was born, 
in a room behind the store, his on- 
ly son, destined to become Presi- 
dent of the United States. In the 
fall, Plymouth elected him to the 
Vermont Legislature. 

Not a year went by in the next 
40 that did not find John Coolidge 
elected or re-elected to one, two 
or some years four or five town 
offices. 

When he was 32 he was made

Two years later the office of 
Auditor of Town Accounts was 
added to his functions.

Supreme Type of Village Yankee. 

With the notes and deeds and 
money errands of his neighbors, 
John Coolidge busied himself all 
his years. In office and out his 
work was of a piece. And his 
work filled his life. If this robs 
the picture of him of some gla- 
mor as a farmer, it places him 
more acturately as a supreme type 
of village Yankee. The Colonel 
himself laughed loudest at the 
newspaper notions of his son as a 
milker of cows. He couldn't re- 
member when Calvin ever had to 
milk a cow. Could milk, yes; but 
did not. 

Col. John was never a farmer. 
He’ owned a farm; but he either 
hired a man to run it, or rented it 
on shares. The distinction between 
Col. Coolidge, village banker and 
insurance agent, and the hill farm 
neighbors, is a very necessary one 
to make, to understand either the 
Colonel or the President. The sub- 
stantial magistrate, who could 
well afford to send his son first 
to Black River Academy and then 
to Amherst College, was of a dif- 
ferent breed from those simple 
farm neighbors, who needed the 
boys in the fields. before they, fin- 
ished district school, if the farm 
was not to pass into the hands of 
Col. John’s bank. 

Yet they were the same breed 
a few generations back. Perhaps 
the accident of location, at the 
cross roads for one, and three 
miles the mountainside for the 
other, made the difference. Or 
was it accident? Whatever it was, 
Col- Coolidge was not a simple 
country man. His character was 
a blend of much that was strong- 
ly rural. But it was not as redo- 
lent of plowed ground and sugar 
bush as it was of cracker barrel 
and the Sheriff’s office. There 
was more than a. touch of David 
Harum in the Colonel. 


An Indian Admixture. 


And something more to compli- 
cate the picture: Calvin Coolidge 
has boasted of a strain of Indian in 
his ancestry. It came through his 
father’s’ side. The Colonel was 
strongly marked by it; indeed, 
amazingly marked by it, tor an ad- 
mixture that must be presumed to 
be both very remote ind greatly 
diluted. The President has never 
said, and Plymouth has apparent- 
ly never inquired, as to the time 
and manner Of. this Indian admit- 
ture to the Coolidge blood.

When he was 35 he served a term 
as Selectman. In 1894 he was elect- 
ed Justice of the Peace, an office 
under which, 30 years later, he 
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was to summon authority to ad- 
minister to his son the oath of 
President. 

The next year he was made Road 
Commissioner, a post of importance 
in the days before the State took 
over the heaviest burden that a 
country town knew. In 1897 he 
became land juror. 

As late as 1900 the Colonel's fel- 
low citizens found a new post for 
him to fill He was elected State 
Senator that year at 65. His title 
of “Colonel” is the fruit of still 
another office. He was on the staff 
of his old neighbor, Gov. William 
C. Stickney. 

Calvin Coolidge cannot be said 
to have lacked a background in 
politics. 


Never Neglected Business. 


But the Colonél did not devote 
himself to office, to the neglest of 
his private enterprises. Nor did 
he have to drop plow in furrow to 
serve warrants or sign deeds. Rath- 
er were his pursuits such as went 
along hand in hand with the tasks 
of village magistrate. 


Who could more readily fill the 
duties of Justice of the Peace than 
the local fire insurance agent? For 
years the Colonel had been agent 
of the Vermont State Fire Insur- 
ance Co. 

Who more acceptable as tax col- 
lector than the vice president of 
the Ludlow Savings Bank and joint 
stock owner of the town’s chief in- 
dustry, the cheese factory? 

Who more natural a candidate 
for representative, constable or au- 
ditor, than the man whose interest 
in policies and mortgages gave him 
a business relation with every 
farmer in buggy-riding distance? 

The oft-conferred office ‘of town 
agent does as well as a bill of par- 
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of America’s original possessors. 
This igs by way of making plain 
that Col. Coolidge was a more vro- 
nounced Yankee. than the Yankee 
strain as it is encountere] in the 
pure form. Usually in the pure 
state, it is now seen Only in the de- 
Cayed, but the Coolidge character 
is a vital one. It is as though the 
forgotten Indian scion had given 
increased persistency and vigor to 
the original root stock. 


Native of Plymouth. 


So it happens that, though you 
can match Calvin Coolidge’s blue 
eyes and sandy hair and twang a 
dozen times a day in Windsor 
County,’ you will not duplicate the 
inscrutable cast of the Colonel's 
countenance, or the sound of -his 
football, or the subtle inwardness 
of his chuckle, not if you lined up 
the pure-type Yankee end for end 
across Vermont. 

So the caution of the Codlidges 
is something deeper than New En- 
gland prudence. The sensitive ear 
of the Colonel is more than village 
keenness. The canniness of Coo)- 
idge goes farther back than the 
Highlanders of Plymouth. 

When time permits a mellow bi- 
ography of Calvin Coolidge, this 
factor in the blood strain will have 
to be taken into account. 


So far as Col. Coolidge goes, it 
may account for this’ much. The 
Colonel had a reputation of never 
forgetting a favor or a fault. He 
found ways and means to repay 
friend and foe, and time did not 
dim his distinction between them. 
He always had a reputation, too, 
of knowing more than he seemed 
to know, and of “allowing that he 
knowed” only when there was ad- 
vantage in doing so. | 
The -Colonel was born and al- 
ways lived in Plymouth Notch. And 
always in the village. His father’s 
farm was at the fork of the roads. 
He worked as wheelwright’s ap- 
prentice until he came of age. But 
at 22 he rented the general store, 
and kept {it 50 years. He had en- 
» | joyed a better education than many 
of his neighbors, for he jhad been 
sent down to Ludlow, 12 miles 
away, to attend Black River Acad- 
emy. Schooling and business acu- 
men, together with the. strategic 
position of storekeeper, gave him 
a commanding influence in his 20's.

He had eyes that could 
say much, or leave volumes unsaid.

Westminster place, was in Referee- 
in-Bankruptcy. Coles’ court yester- 
day to explain the fallure of Car- 
son’s Linen Shop, which she oper- 
ated at 4914 Maryland avenue un- 
der her former name, Mrs. Pauline 
Carson.

Son-in-Law and Daughter of 
Beggs’ Must Produce $15,- 
000,060 in Wisconsin.

MILWAUKEE, March 19.—The 
$15,000,000 securities taken from 
John I. Beggs’ safe deposit box by 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard McCulloch 
of St. Louis, Beggs’ son-in-law and 
daughter, a few days after his 


Wednesday, Judge 
nounced in Probate Court here 
yesterday. 

Mr. and Mrs. McCulloch based 
their action on the contention that 
the securities belonged not to 
Beggs personally, but to'the Beggs 
Investment Co., of which Mrs. Mc- 
Culloch was a director. The Wis- 
consin authorities, who are trying 
to establish a claim for state in- 
heritance and Income taxes against 
the estate, hold that the invest- 
ment company was only :a legal 
subterfuge. 

The question of Beggs’ legal res- 
idence at the time of his death is 
still unsettled, and counsel for the 
McCullochs offered receptly to re- 
turn the securities to isconsin, 
provided the Court would agree to 
admit the will to probate without 
determining the question of legal 
residence. The McCullochs hold 
that Beggs had established a legal 
residence in Florida, hence that 
the estate is not liable for the Wis- 
consin taxes claimed. 

Judge Sheridan refused to enter 
into the proposed agreement, say- 
ing “I will not indulge in any 
trading.” He then issued the order 
for the return of the stock, and 
set Wednesday as fhe day for com- 
pliance, and for the next hearing 
in the case. 

No statement was made, by at- 
torneys for the McCullochs, as to 
whether they would comply with 
the court’s order. 


FORMER BROKER, iN PRISON 
AWAITING TRIAL, HANGS SELF 


Guard Discovers Body of Man 
Held in Rhode Island in 
Default of Bail.

OY PROVIDENCE, R. L., March 19. 
— Edward Radding, former real 
estate broker in Springfield and 
this city, who was facing trial on 
charges of forgery, hanged himself 
in his cell at the State prison early 
today. His body was discovered 
by a guard. He was in prison in 
default of $87,500 bail. 

Radding succeeded in committing 
suicide after three unsticcessful at- 
tempts. Late in February he took 
a drug in Providence, which had 
been purposely weakened by the 
pharmacist who sold itto him. He 
attempted to leap from an upper 
story window of Hotel McAlpin in 
New York, March 2, but was re- 
strained from doing so by his 
brother. He then took poison and 
was found in a comatose state in 
his room after the door had been 
broken down. He was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital where he recoyr- 
ered. He was then being sought | 
by the police. 

He was arrested last November 
charged. with forging two checks, 
one for $15,000 and the other for 
$12,500. He procured $60,000 bail 
and was released. Additional 
charges were brought against him 
Feb. 23. 

Radding had been doing an ex- 
tensive real estate business here 
and his deals were considered sound 
until he was arrested.

MEXICAN TROOPS FIRE 
ON RELIGIOUS RIOTERS 


Trouble at San Luis Potosi Due to 
Popular Fear Bishop Would Be 
Arrested. 

By the Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, March 19.— 
Special dispatches from San Luis 


‘Potosi say that two women and 


one man were wounded during a 
riot growing out of the popular be- 
lief that the authorities intended 
to arrest the Catholic Bishop. 

Yesterday afternoon municipal! 
gendarmes unexpectedly appeared 
at all the Catholic churches. Ex- 
cited crowds congregated. The ma- 
jority of them were women. Then 
followed a demonstration, not- 
withstanding an announcement 
that the gendarmes had only been 
instructed to limit the number of 
priests in the churehes. 

The demonstration culminated in 
the authorities calling out Federal 
troops with machine guns. The 
crowd immediately attacked the 
soldiers with stones. The troops 
fired and two women and one man 
were wounded. 

During the night, Gov. Abel Cano 
issued a proclamation saying it 
had never been intended to arrest 
the Bishop and that the authori- 
ties were not enemies of religion. 

A dispatch to the Department of 
the Interior here from the Gover- 
nor of San Luis Potosi said the 
trouble began because of a recent 
decree limiting the number of the 
Catholic priests to 85. These 85 
ministers were required to make a 
certain application to the local au- 
thorities. None complied and the 


authorities ordered the closing of 
all churches.

To Use Powell's Garden. 

“With this garden as our trop- 
ical station, we can gather the boa 
constrictors and elephants of the 
plant world there, grow them un- 
der observation for six months or 
20, and then bring specimens up 
to St. Louls to show, without en- 
countering Government restrictions 
on plant importation. Also, we 
can send to Balboa some of the 
tropical. plants which are suffer- 
ing under the St. Louis climate and 
keep them there until they are re- 
juvenated.”

COUNTESS TESTIFIES 


IN THE LEMTER CASE 


On Stand Two Minutes, She 
Identifies Copy of Her 
Letter to Sister. 


CHICAGO, March 19.—The suit 
forced by the Countess of Suffolk 
and Berks, the former Marguerite 
Hyde (Daisy) Leiter of Chicago and 
Washington, in an effort to depose 
her brother, Joseph Leiter, as. a 
co-trustee of the rich estate of their 
father, Levi Z. Leiter, dropped back 
today to a reading of documentary 
evidence. 

During the final two minutes 
yesterday the Countess provided a‘

FRE APPARATUS 


Three of Five Pumpers Bought 
This Year Have Been in 
Repair Shop. 


With the purchase of 14 new 
motor pumpers for the Fire De- 
partment pending, it has become 
known that three of the five 
pumpers bought this yeag from 
the American La France Co. of 
Elmira, N. Y.,, have been out of 
service and in the repair shop for 
a part of the time since they were 
installed. 

The pumper which was put in 
service Jan. 29 at Engine Company 
No. 6&2 broke its cam shaft while 
in use at the fire at Chouteau ave- 
nue and Sarah street, March 9. 
This was a major item of damage. 
The pumper, which was placed 
Jan. 30 at No. 1, was disabled 
when in service by freezing of its 
gears. The one which was placed 
Feb. 5 at No. 9 was disabled dur- 
ing a test, by slipping of gears. 
Chief Alt said today that all the 
pumpers were again in service. 

Director of Public Safety Brod 
said the cost of repairs in the three 
instances amounted to about $400, 
and that he would seek to hold the 
manufacturers liable for this ex- 
‘pense. 

The five pumpers, costing $53,- 
500, or $10,700 each, were bought 
after a letting in wnich the bid of 
the Ahrens-Fox Co. of Cincinnati 
was $64,500, $12,900 each. The 
Fire Chief, Mechanic Meler of the 
department, Director Brod ani 
Comptroller Nolte favored purchase 
of the Ahrens-F'ox pumpers, at the 
higher price, on the ground of re- 
liability and durability.
